Widely differing views “of the 
situation are» to’ be found in the 
Singapore. market. The -official 
estimate of rubber stocks on estates 
and ‘in dealers’. harids at the end 
of September was 60,000 tons, but | 
that. figure is admitted to be ‘most 
unreliable, and the actual amount 
awaiting shipment from Malaya may 
be anything up to 30,000 tons above 
the Government census figure. 

Railway and shipping facilities in 
Malaya will be taxed ‘to the utmost 
during the next’ two. months. If 
thé wenther keeps fine no serious 
difficulty iy anticipated, but if heavy 
rains occur a” different story may 
have to be told. Estimates given in 
Singapore this morning of 
amount of rubber which will leave 
Malaya in November went as high 
as 63,000 tans, and, in. December..the 
total is expected to be even higher. 
Probably.35 per cent. of this rubber. 
will be shipped fram the, Singapore 
wharves, ves : 

, The advance guard of the accumu- 
lated stocks arrived in Singapore 
this morning in the shape of two 
special freight trains conveying o 
total of 600 tons of rubber. The 
official railway estimate of the 
rubber which’ will, arrive at "Tank 
Road, Telok Ayer; and . Tanjong 
Pagar stations this month is 5,000 
tons. A large number. of special 
trains will be run, in addition to 
ordinary. goods traffic; and arrange- 
ments willbe made .in accordance 


Varying Opinions, 

. Almost every: shade of, opinion 
ranging from completé gloom to 
strong optimism is expressed. in 
local rubber circles about the future. 
So far as November. is concerned 
it is thought that if London stocks 
fall again this week, as they are 
expected to do, there may be a tem- 
porary shortage ‘of spot rubber’ and 
R corresponding improvement 
price, the’ more especially ‘as post. 
restriction shipments from the East 
tannot begin to-reach London until 
the’ firat week in December. After 
that no general opinion exists as 
to what may bappen,, 


’ It is ‘said in some quarters ,that 
the January-March period: of 1920° 
will be the worst, and that.the price 
may then go down to sixpence. 
After that a slow. but steady re- 
covery is hoped for. Others again 
prophesy that a serious “slump of 
two or three years duration is 
ahead of Malaya, and this view is 
supported by the- world statistical 
situation, the main facts of which 
are that-’world production is ‘e¢s- 
timated at 800,000 tons and con- 
sumption at 720,000 tons,’ This pro- 
however, is based on 
an estimated planted ‘area of. 
4,300,000 acres, with an average 
output of 400 Ib. per acre, and there 
are # number of uncertain factors

TOBACCO IMPORTS. 


MERCHANTS PROTEST 
AGAINST NEW REGULATION,’ 


( At the monthly meeting. of the 
Chinese, General Chamber of Com- 


. merce yesterday afternoon, a letter 


Was read from the Tobacco Mer. 
chants’ Guild in which a protest was 
entered against the new regulations 
of the Hong Kong Government. . 
Hitherto tobacco, imported for the 
Purpose of re-export to other ports 
was allowed to be unloaded from 


one steamer and loaded on~to an- 
other. Under the new regulations, 
this Procedure could not, be .adopt- 


fed. All consignments of tobacco 


would have. to.enter the Govern- 
ment’s bonded -warhouse first, and 
merchants, would: haw 
@ permit for ;re-exportation, -_ 

This method of handling tobacco, 
the letter: stated, entails great ex- 
penses. First of all there are dis- 
charging, landing and storing ex- 
penses have tp me met. Then there 
are the expenses of taking it out 
of bond, placing it on lighters and 
re-loading it on another steamer. 
In addition, there is the possibility 
of some of the cases getting damag- 
ed in the extra handling, 


‘The Chairman, Mr.. Li. Yau Tsun, 


said that. that the new regulations 


would, certainly be a handicap on 
quick ‘transhipment, and that’ it 
would be in the interests of the: 
tobacco ‘merchants to. bring this 
matter before the Government.

MARKET RENTS AND , WATER 
RESTRICTIONS DISCUSSED, 
The monthly meeting of the Chi- 

nese General Chamber of Commerce 

was. held yesterday afternoon, Mr. 

Li. Yau Tsun,. Chairman of the 

Chamber, presided. |. 

‘Very little of ‘public importance’ 
came up for discussion. The first 
letter read was from the Vegetable 
Stall-Holders’ Guild, in which it was 
stated thatthe rents asked by the 
Government for stalls in the Central 
and: Western Markets were getting 
prohibitive. <It was stated that 
where s stallholder paid” $7 rent 
before, he had to pay 319 a month 
now. The Guild asked the Chamber 
to” intercede on their behalf to get 


“the rent reduced. : 


Mr. Li Yaa Teun said that he had 
taken the matter up. with the 
Secréteriat for Chinese Affairs, who 
had asked him to.send a deputation 
from the staltholders to. discuss the 
questidn. This‘ was done, and ac- 
cording to the. deputation, -the 
S.C.A"had promised to looked into 
the matter. It was pointed out that 
those “who occupy the most’ pro- 
minént stalls could afford to pay as 
much’ss $30 a month, but does 
who had their stalls in the. out-of-' 
the-way. places could ill-afford to 
pay even $5 a month. 

Another ‘letter, from a member, 
dealt with the water shortage prob- 
lem. He Pee peueceied that the 
Government should proceed with 
the work of opening the Shing Mui 
reservoir and commented on the 
delay, Mr.’ Li curtly remarked that 
they peed not go into. the matter. 
They all knew what the Government 
was doing, Although it was s‘great 
hardship for people to have to draw 
their weter supply from the streets, 
it, certainly did good from one point 
of view. Mitherte tenement houses 
were allowed two ‘hours smpply 
daily, but those. who lived on the 
ground and first floors had it all, 
with the result that the top tenants. 
were always. ot dogmereude with 
the people down below. Now they.
